Mr. Rhodes, 
in conversation with a representative 
of the press, on board the steamer 
Hapburg, on the Mediterranean, by 
which he came to Egypt in the inter- 
ests of the Cape to Cairo railroad and 
telegraph, predicted most confidently 
that within a century the United 
States would have advanced the work 
begun in the acquisition of Cuba until 
.it controlled all of the American hem- 
isphere except Canada.

•<edly exclaVtoed, "You are taking to it 
^ike mother's milk," apparently -with 


the greatest delight^ 
. "It is the dtfly of civilized nations 
"to take charge of' the barbarians'and 
give them a white man's government," 
he said. "The United States is one of 
the great powers and can not escape 
•this duty." 


He did not believe that the United 


States would ever -withdraw its au- 
thority from Cuba, and thought the 
manner in which Spain had been 
evicted from her colonies and the 
United States had taken possession 
most businesslike. America's action 
in compensating Spain for the Philip- 
pines surprised him. "I would have 
bundled the Spanards out and made 
them pay a war indemnity," was his 
comment 


He declared that the United States 


could never .withdraw from the Phil- 
ippines because it was their duty to 
give these people a strong and good 
government, nor did he believe that 
•when they begun to realize the results 
of their work there the Americans 
would desire to abandon the policy. 
They might grumble for a time over 
the expense, but that -would be "a 
mere flea bite" to a nation so rich.

°Long before the appointed hour 
hundreds of earnest, interested voters 
seeking information had congregated 
on tbe pavement. At 8 o'clock the 
curtain went up, and John M. Wil- 
liams stepped to the front of 
the 


stage as chairman for the 
evening. 


After making a few appropriate re- 


marks, be introduced Hon. Ed. K. 
Walsh, wbo at once began throwing 
hot shot into the camp of the enemy. 
He said: "The seventy-third general 
assembly had passed a law for the gov- 
ernment of this city, after being ac- 
cepted by .the voter; that would 
cbange the whole form of govern- 
ment, making the probate judge ruler 
over all, and should he be a rascal 
tbe people would bave no recourse. 
If tbe people of tbis city submit to 
tbe proposition they, will destroy one 
of tbe great principles of a free gov- 
ernment. One institution should not 
aelect people to govern another insti- 
tution. We do not object so much to 
the board of affairs, but the manner 
la which they are created. When you 
adopt this new scheme you say that 
tie free government is not a success. 
One vote should count for as much as 
another, but under this arrangement 
four vote amounts to nothing. It is 
tlie province of those who are advo- 
cating this change to show that the 
old government is bad. This they 
have failed to do, and we must there- 
fore assume that it is all right if 
properly executed. For the first time 
in my life J. beard men condemning 
men cf their own parity and of all 
other parties. 
Accept 
this 
new 


charter under the presumption that 
you can easily exchange or modify it 
until you'have arrived" at sometn'ing 
better, and you may find that it is 
everlastingly 
too 
late. 
Probate 


judges in other counties have not 
been good men, and while we have 
one at present that we all respect, 
what can we say for his successor? 
And you are surrendering your rights 
of self-government when you turn it 
over to a probate judge, who may 
not be a^citizen of the city. A cer- 
tain paper of this town, which favors 
this bill, in speaking of tbe citziens, 
who oppose it, call them bums, bood- 
lers and snolly-gosters.

I ofethe present indebtedness is largely
